Appl ica t ion  No. 11882,  of t h e  P res iden t  and D i r e c t o r s  of 
Georgetown Col lege ,  pursuant  t o  S e c t i o n  8207.2 of t h e  
Zoning Regulat ions f o r  a s p e c i a l  excpet ion  t o  permit  t h e  
cont inued use  of a park ing  l o t  as provided by S e c t i o n  
4101.41 of t h e  Regulat ions a t  premises  413-35 6 t h  S t r e e t ,  
N.  W . ,  i n  t h e  SP D i s t r i c t ,  known as L o t  33, Square 489.

FINDINGS OF FACT: 

1. The s u b j e c t  p rope r ty  is located i n  an S P  D i s t r i c t .  
It is he ld  by t h e  P res iden t  and Directors of Georgetown College 
as investment p rope r ty  and has been on t h e  D i s t r i c t  of Columbia 
t a x  r o l l s  s i n c e  J u l y  1, 1972. 

2 .  By i ts  Order i n  Appeal No. 10961, e f f e c t i v e  d a t e  
March 7 ,  1972, t h i s  Board g ran ted  t h e  a p p l i c a n t  permission t o  
e s t a b l i s h  t h e  s u b j e c t  park ing  l o t .  S ince  t h a t  t i m e ,  t h e  a p p l i -  
can t  has  complied w i t h  a l l  of t h e  requirements  of A r t i c l e  74 
of t h e  Zoning Regulat ions r e l a t i n g  t o  park ing  l o t s ,  and w i t h  
a l l  of t h e  cond i t ions  of t h e  Board ' s  O r d e r .  

a. A l l  areas devoted t o  driveways, access  l a n e s ,  and 
park ing  a r e a s  a r e  paved w i t h  m a t e r i a l s  which form an a l l  weather 
impervious s u r f a c e .  

b. The park ing  l o t  i s  so  designed t h a t  no v e h i c l e  o r  
any p a r t  t he reo f  p r o j e c t s  over any l o t  l i n e  o r  b u i l d i n g  l i n e .  

c. No o t h e r  use  is conducted upon t h e  premises and no 
s t r u c t u r e s  o t h e r  t han  two a t t e n d a n t ' s  s h e l t e r s  have been e r e c t e d  
o r  used upon t h e  premises.  

d.  No veh icu la r  en t r ance  or e x i t  is w i t h i n  twenty-f ive (25) 
f e e t  of an i n t e r s e c t i o n  as measured from t h e  i n t e r s e c t i o n  of 
t h e  cu rb  l i n e s  extended. 

e.  Light ing  used t o  i l l u m i n a t e  t h e  pa rk ing  l o t  is so  
arranged t h a t  a l l  d i r e c t  rays  of such l i g h t i n g  are confined t o  
t h e  s u r f a c e  of t h e  parking l o t .  

3. The a p p l i c a n t  has  complied w i t h  t h e  a d d i t i o n a l  
c o n d i t i o n s  set  f o r t h  i n  t h e  Board 's  O r d e r  i n  Appeal N o .  10961 as 
f o l l o w s :  
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a .  An e ight  inch coping wal l  has been erec ted  and 
maintained along each s ide  of a l l  driveways t o  pro tec t  t he  
publ ic  space. 

b.  Bumper s tops have been erected and maintained fo r  
t h e  pro tec t ion  of a l l  adjoining bui ldings.  

c. A l l  p a r t s  of t h e  l o t  have been kept f r e e  of r e f u s e  
and debr i s  and have been paved. 

4.  The subjec t  l o t  is abut ted on the  eas t  by t h e  
Columbian Office Building and the  Century Office Building. O n  
t he  south is the  Office of t h e  Recorder of Deeds. Far ther  t o  
t h e  eas t  across 5th Street  and t o  t h e  northeast  a r e  t h e  loca l  
court  bui ldings.  To t h e  north a r e  severa l  o f f i c e  uses along "E" 
Street  including the  Salvat ion Army o f f i ces .  To the  northwest 
is the  Hecht Company Department S tore  and t o  the  w e s t  is a new 
o f f i c e  bui lding now 80% completed, and the  completed and 
occupied Patr ick Henry Office Building. The parking use is thus 
compatible with the  general  o f f i c e  u s e  charac te r  of the  a rea ,  and 
serves a parking need fo r  t h e  a rea ,  p a r t i c u l a r l y  f o r  t h e  cour t s .  

5.  This appl ica t ion  has been submitted t o  the  Direc tor ,  
Department of Highways and Tra f f i c  and the  Department has 
indicated t h a t  it has no object ion t o  t h e  gran t ing  of t h i s  
appl ica t ion .  

6.  There was no opposit ion t o  t h e  gran t ing  of t h i s  
appl ica t ion .  

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW: 

Based upon t h e  above Findings of Fact ,  t h e  Board 
concludes t h a t  Sect ion 4101.41 of t h e  Zoning Regulations s t a t e s  
t h a t  cont ro l led  parking f a c i l i t i e s  a r e  t o  be encouraged i n  t h e  
S P  D i s t r i c t .  Based upon the  in ten t  and purpose of t he  regulat ions 
fo r  t h e  SP  D i s t r i c t  and upon the  foregoing findings and f a c t s  
t he  Board fu r the r  concludes t h a t  t h e  cont inuat ion of t h i s  park+ 
ing l o t  w i l l  not become object ionable  t o  adjoining and nearby 
property because of noise ,  t r a f f i c ,  o r  other  condi t ions,  and t h a t  
the  parking l o t  use w i l l  not a f f e c t  adversely the  present 
charac te r  and fu ture  development of t he  area.  The l o t  is 
reasonably necessarily and convenient  t o  other  uses  i n  t h e  
v i c in i ty .  

This Order s h a l l  be subjec t  t o  the  following condi t ions:  
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1. A cer t i f ica te  of occupancy s h a l l  i s s u e  for  a period 
of f i v e  ( 5 )  years and s h a l l  be subject t o  r e n e w a l  i n  t he  
discret ion of the B o a r d  upon t h e  f i l i n g  of a new appl icat ion i n  
the m a n n e r  prescribed by t h e  Z o n i n g  R e g u l a t i o n s .  

2 .  The appl icant  w i l l  con t inue  t o  comply w i t h  a l l  of 
t h e  requirements of A r t i c l e  74 of t he  Z o n i n g  R e g u l a t i o n s  as set  
f o r t h  i n  F inding  of Fact N o .  2 ,  supra.  

3 .  The  appl icant  w i l l  m a i n t a i n  t he  e igh t  inch  coping 
w a l l  along each s ide of a l l  driveways t o  protect  t he  public 
space. 

4.  The appl icant  w i l l  m a i n t a i n  the bumper stops erected 
f o r  the  p ro tec t ion  of a l l  ad jo in ing  b u i l d i n g s .  

5 .  A l l  par ts  of t h e  l o t  s h a l l  be kept f ree  of re fuse  and 
debris. 

ORDERED : That the above appl ica t ion  be GRANTED.
